ENDGAME STATEMENTS 

ITALY — Tom Swider 

When I first set out in this game in '01, I promised myself that I 
would win this game. I suppose I could have, but I changed my mind 
later on due to game events. 

Originally, my plan was to ally myself with Austria and Germany. 
I would go both east and west to help my allies, though mjr invasion of 
France would begin in '03, since I wanted to assure myself of Turkey 
being ineffective early in the game. After Turkey was out and France 
was elliminated, I would stab Austria and work heavily with Germany 
against England, to "split H the board. This strategy would allow me to 
bypass the Spa/faun/StP stalemate line, and win. The nature og the 
players shattered all this. 

The most obvious were Mark Molus (F ) and Larry Neubauer (R) who 
demonstrated "Diplomacy inaction". Since France went into CD early, I 
had to exploit this in order to prevent E/G from getting too powerful. 
Russia's ineptness allowed Dale to grow very powerful too quickly. That 
allowed Turkey to live; to be a major problem later in the game. 

Also the Austrian and German players proved to be a problem. Mark 
Coldiron didn't write very often (*once a year at most) and was unwilling 
to make an early commitment. My openiag to Tyrolia didn't go over well, 
etfen though I was going to Bohemia to help Austria Vs. Russia. Believe it 
or not, Dave told me to take Vienna. In order to get more leverage on 
Turkey, I told Russia not to move A Gal-Vie, gining me two builds, ^hi 
is a bit shady, I'll admit,, but Dave was willing to give me Vie, and 
it was going to be returned for Greece. Later, Dave started NMRing and 
stopped writing due to personal problems. I had to stab him since I 
couldn't afford to keep an ally who couldn't carry his own. 

^ase two of the game then began: do I ally with Turkey or England? 
In terms of me winning, my best choiee was Turkey. He would be building 
armies to hit R/A and England *:s German/Russian holdings, while I'd be 
able to hit Dale (and avenge him for passing one of my letters to Doni!) 
When Don finally got two builds, and built fleets, I had no choice but 
to ally with Dale. Don, X honestly wanted you as an ally rather than 
Dale. 

Not that Pale is a bad ally; ; I was surprised we were able to work 
out a settlement of our "cold war" over the CD French centers. Dale and 
I had kept on touch since '01, even though we weren't exactly buddy-buddies 
t This constant communication allowed us to settle our differences. 
Unfortunately an alliance with England was bad for me. Dale's only 
enemy was Germany while I had to face Turkey and the remains of G/A. Yuck! 
I'm lucky Dale changed his mind and went along wath the draw though if 
he had stabbed me this year, I wouldn't have lost any centers and would 
have gained two or three from Austria. It would have been close.

TURKEY Don Williams 

As I'm sure you'll all agree , this game was an exercise in 
frustration and futility. 

Trentino was my first "mainstream" pbm game, and J plunged in with 
both feet. At game start, I wrote to everyone -- I attempted to ally 
with Tom's Italy and throw .Russia (Iarry Neubauer) off track. I also 
wanted Austria's good will and hoped to get Dave White's help vs. Russia. 
I'd also planned to use the novice, Mark Molus, to my advantage, as I 
was the only player who knew him outside of Tremtino. 

Things went downhill from there. Molus' France was a complete bust, 
as was Molus. His NMR changed the game completely. Tom had agreed to 
try the "crazy" T-I, but with France gone, he was allowed the fortune 
of a two-front war. The attack on Russia went ifej.1 in 1901 Austria 
persuaded me to go into Rurc with his support. (I didn't realise then 
that I -A had some plans for me) 

1902 was a 'bad year — I lost Bui and Rum and was guilty of a very 
untimely NMR. I wrote to Tom for help? his reply was that he was sorry, 
but he was on his way onjy so the others would have to share my dots. — 
(thanks Tom)

note at the end nearly gave me a heart attack, Dale... what was that 
about anyway? ) 

When it became claar that the E/l was for real and forever, I called 
it quits. 

I'd like to say thanks" to the players that stayed in the game. You 
made it worth sticking around in spite of the jerks in France, Russia 
and Austria. Dale, I hope you and your girlf riend ( s ) find many hours 
of happiness 6n the hydraulic lift I sent. And I'm sure you'll make good 
use of the 12" crescent wrench. 

Tom, do me a f avor. .. trust me. I certainly don't want to have to 
prove to you again that you were going to wipe me out by xeroxing your 
own letters to use as evidence.
